No better ovidenoe of the inoreasing popularity
of the Congressional plan of reconstruction
could ba desired than the manifesto of Ganoral
Robert E. Lee, published by us a fow days
since. In that
gtrongly in favor of the peoplsa of Virginia
voling for a convention, and urges every mau,
not sotually disfranchised, not only to take
the necessary steps to prapare himself to vote,
but Lijs friends, white and
ogolored, to vote also, Not only this, but the
Goneral actually endorses the oath to be taken
by wvoters, saying that it "‘is duch as every
liti}.t‘ll. not disfranchised, ought now to be
able to take, as a simple mattor of truth and
duty as a citizon of the country.”

These are significant words, and,
from (leneral Lee, will have wonderful welght
with the late Iebel portion of the Southern
people.  He is their idol.  He was their great
loader during the war, and it must be con-
fossod dizplayed many fine military qualities,
His modest and nnostentations hehavior since
the war ¢losed has done much to soften the
feclings oven of loyal men towards him, His
pregent ullerances will tell powerfully upon
public sentiment all over the South.

And what a contrast does this action of
Robart I, Lee's prosent tothat of our Northern
conservative fanatica ! While they are de-
nouncing the wise and humane provisions of

Grxenran Sicknes’ Orprr Assoming COMMAND
or THE SpcoNp Disreior.—General Sickles has
issned an admirable order on assuming com-
mand of the Becond Distriot under the Recon-
gtruction act, consisting of South Carolina
and North Carolina, He informs the people
that the civil Governments now existing there
are provisional only, and in all respects sub-
Jeet to the paramount authority of the United
Btates at any time to abolish, modify, or
supersede the same. When the local eivil
tribunals fail to arrest persons charged with
committing orime, the military power will ba
promptly exerted. The (eneral earnestly
invites the co-operation of all good vitizens in
preventing conduct caloulated to disturb the
peace, aud garnestly commends to tha peopls
of North and South Carolina unregerved obe-
dienee to the aunthority now established, and
the diligent, considerate, aml impartial exeon-
tion of the laws enacted for their government,
